2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-20 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Irokawa et al. US 6,202,680 Bl. 
Irokawa discloses a method and apparatus having a valve that controls fluid flow in a controllable process wherein a control signal is 
inputted at an initial value to a digital valve positioner and increasing the value of die control signal input. Irokawa does not mention 
a graphical straight line fitted between the mmhnum and highest travel position. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to generate a graphical straight line fitted between the minimum and highest travel 
position and use this to control the controllable process as this is inherently the m^od of how all valves work anyway and operating 
a valve ui a linear relationship is the easiest and sinq)lest way to operate a valve by moving it at a constant speed. 

Clauns 1-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry . 
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
